The loafers and mercly nominal workers 
of the North American Contineut have 
fallen upon evil days, Both in Canada 
and the United States, the law basnow 
set its: face severely against them. On 
July Ist.the Caited States Federal Order, 
as drawn up by Provost Marshat! Enoch’ 
Crowder, went’ in effect. All men of 
draft age, that is between the “ages of 
‘eighteen and fifty have now to been- 
gaged in some productive employment or 
get into thearmy. This Federal Orderis 
being re-enforced by anti-loafing laws, 
enacted by the State Legislature. 

The Provost Marshall has defined pro- 
ductive and non-productive occupations 
and there is no escape for those who can- 
not be classed among the prodactive 
workers if they are of draft age. Non- 
Productive occupations in the United 
States are defined as follows :— 

First, persons engaged in the serving of 
foodand drink or either in public places, 
inclading hotels and social clubs. — 

Second, passenger clevator operators, 
attendants, door and footman, carriage 
openers and other attendants in clirbs, 

“hotels, stores, opera houses, office build- 
ings and bath-houses. 


Third, persons, including ushers and | 
other attendants engaged and occupied in 


connection - with .games, sports and 
amusements, except actual performers in 
legitimate concerts, operas and theatrical 
performers. 


Fourth, persons pbplayet in clomestic | 


service. 

Fifth, Sales clerks and other clerks 
employed in stores and other mercantile 
“establishments.

quent or domestic circumstances involy- 
ing hardship to dependents ifta change of 
employment were ordered, or where such 
change would necessitate night work on 
the part of womea under unsuitable con- 
ditions. 

In the State of New York, the sherfffs, 
state. police, district attorneys, imagis- 
trates, other officers of the law, and the 
State Industrial Commission, under the 
State Anti-loafing legislation, are com- 
bined to enforce the Federal Order and 
assign men where necessary to jobs of a 
productive character. It 19 estimated 
that 1,000,000-will change their employ- 
ment as the result of this order of Gen- 
eral Enoch Crowder. It is pointed out, 
however, that’ no man should give up 
his presentemployment, even though of 
the non-productive class, until he has 
* either procured work at an essential in- 

dustry or such work has been procured 
. for him, as it is recognized, that a man 
employed at non-essential work is better 
than a man not employed at all. 

Canada’s Anti-loafing Law has been in 
operation since early in April and every 
‘male person oyer sixteen and undersixty 
years of age, unlessa bona fide‘student, 

_or physically unfit, or reasonably unable 
to find employment, must be engaged in 
some useful occupation. 

In Canada the most essential industry 
at the present time is agrieultural. Food 
production is a necessity of the summer 
of 1918 and the saving of the harvest is 
the necessity of the present moment, 
More than 65,000 able-budied men, in 
addition to the men already employed 
on the hind; such as the Soldiess of the 
Soil and the boys and women of other 
organizations, wlll be needed to save the 
crops this season. There is no room for 
Joafers; no time for idlers and there 
should be no mercy for tramps and mere 
pool-room sports.

The best way 


to get lettuce in 
mid-summer is to. grow it in ¢old 
frames. Of course no sash will be 
needed on the frame, but the boards 
seem to protect the young plants 
from the hot winds, and they thrive 
far better than in the open ground: 
The squash borer is a difficult 
pest to deal with, because it works 
inside the stems, where it cannot be 
reached with poison. ‘There is a 
simple, way to foil this insect. You 
simply need to bury the stéms at 
the joints .every few feet, New 
rootlets will then be thrown -out at 
each joint, and the plant will con- 
tinue to grow, even though part of 
it may be destroyed. | : 
The advice often given to pick all 
vegetables early in the morning 
when they are wet with dew is an 
excellent one, except as it applies to 
beans.

Recent ‘figures compiled by. this 
asso¢iation show the »exténsion of 
play into the winter months, and.the 
increasing demand’ for ‘lighted: play- 
grounds-for evening use’ Some 600 
playgrounds: are now. opened and 
lighted throughout the evening.
